CHICAGO.—Americans have defi-

has been exceedingly slow and at 
present it will accommodate only 
six or seven airplanes. 


Prefer Kodiak Island. 

The proposed new base would | 
probably be on Kodiak island, and | 
the navy department is anxious to | 
make it the equal of such powerful 
stations as Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 
and Coco Solo, Panama Canal Zone. 

A board of navy strategy experts 
was appointed recently to study 
necessity for new naval shore sta- 
tions and it is understood that the 
Alaskan question is being given spe- 
cial consideration. 

Some ranking navy officers are 
convinced that this country should 
have a naval fueling and repair 
base in Alaska, also, and it is prob- 
able that this will be studied closely 
in connection with the proposed air 
base. 

At the same time the war depart- 
ment has tentative plans for forti- 
fication of some of the Aleutian 
islands with long-range coast de- 
fense guns. Both of these latter proj- 
ects would require huge expendi- 
tures and in all probability will not 
be undertaken until the fleet air 
base is completed, if at all. 

Improved Defenses. 


However, the recent dispatch of 
66 navy patrol planes for maneu- 
vers in the Alaskan area is general- 
ly regarded here as an indication 
of imminent improvement of the 
Alaskan defense system. This was 
the largest number of navy patrol 
planes ever sent to Alaska for sum- 
mer maneuvers. 

Some naval experts do not con- 
sider Sitka ideally located for a 
fleet air base and are urging its 


| abandonment, except as a possible 


advance or auxiliary base, in favor 


| of the Kodiak site, easy to defend 


and difficult to attack. It is likely 
that Dutch harbor also may be des- 


| ignated as an advance air base. 


The strategic importance of 
Alaska in the United States national 
defense system ‘s rapidly increas- 
ing due mainly to the growing flying 
range of airplanes. Military experts 
point out that the entire Northwest 
and Pacific coast industrial sec- 
tions of the United States could be 
wiped out by enemy aircraft car- 
riers from anchorings in northern 
waters.

Puerto Rico Is Torn Down 

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO.— 
Picks and shovels of 7,000 WPA | 
workers have succeeded in doing 
what the cannons of Sir Francis 
Drake, the Dutch and pirates tried | 
in vain to do for centuries. It took | 
a labor army to batter down the | 
fortification of El Morro, formid- | 
able Sixteenth century fort at the 
entrance to San Juan harbor, | 
for the first time in its long history. 

Working under the direction of of- 
ficers of the Sixty-fifth U. S. Infan- 
try the labor army has torn down 
several hundred feet of the massive 
battlements which rise in some 
places 100 feet over the sea and 
are 10 to 30 feet thick. The work 
is being done with an appropriation 
of $573,000 from the war department 
to restore the ancient forts which 
surround this old city on the Span- 
ish Main. 

In addition to tne seawall at El 
Morro, the relief funds allocated to 
the work are being spent to restore 
ancient sentry boxes atop the bat- 
tlements; repair military roads, 
hospitals, and officers’ and enlisted 
men’s quarters within the walls of 
the fort. An ancient monastery and 
subterranean tunnels are also com- 
ing in for attention.
